It was just one year ago today that the First Annual Corn Bowl football game was 
played here in Bloomington, but plans for this great event were formulated in the 
minds of civic leaders in our community many months before. 


Planned as more than just a football game, it was designed to focus the attention 
of the nation on Bloomington — the capital of the biggest corn producing county 
in the United States. 


Sponsored by the Louis E. Davis Post INo. 56 of The American Legion, the first 
Corn Bowl game was received so enthusiastically in spite of the inclement weather 
that it will now be a permanent event. The net proceeds of the game today will be 
used by the Legion to further its Youth Activities Program in a campaign against 
juvenile delinquency. 


Last year despite snow and ice, 30,000 shouting and cheering spectators lined 
the Bloomington streets on Thanksgiving morning to watch the hour long parade 
of colorful floats and bands. In the afternoon a hardy crowd braved sub-freezing 
weather at Fred Carlton Field to see Southern Illinois University trounce North 
Central, 21-0, to win the coveted Corn Bowl trophy.
